‘MOMENTOUS’ NAVAL 
CONVERSATIONS | 


FRENCH DEMANDS 


TARDIEU CONVINCED 
OF SUCCESS - 


London, Yesterday. 


Momentous conversations — be- 
tween the British and French dele- 
* gations, upon which the fate of the 
Naval Conference is considered to 
depend, in view of France's refusal 
to reduce her naval demands, ex- 
cept in return for another security 
pact, were held at Chequers to-day, 
‘- and lasted four hours. ‘ : 

A. French communique on 
«meeting merely says that the dele- 
gations “endeavoured to find'a suit- 
able means of, ensuring the success 
of the negotiations.” M. Tardieu 
and M. Briand, however, returned 
to London smiling. M. Tardieu, in 
a statement declared, “J am con- 
vinced that we shall come to a satis- 

. factory result,” and remarked “We' 
consider the results to be obtained 
important enough to exclude any 
unwise haste.” He announced that 
he was leaving for Paris.—Reuter.

Story of the Patron, 
' Saint of Erin 


WHERE WAS HE BURIED? 


St. Patrick, the Patron Saint of 
Ireland, whom Irish people are 
commemorating throughout the 
world to-day by wearing (where 
procurable) “the sprig of sham- 
rock.” was born in A.D. 389. He 
was the son of a deacon, Cal- 
purnins, his father being a middle- 
‘clugs landed proprictoy, who ja ree 
presented as living at a place call 
ed Bannaventa, The British name 
of the future apostle was Sucat 
and hig Roman name, Cothrige, 
St. Patrick was doubtless educat- 
ed as a Christian and was imbued 
with ruverence for the Roman Em- 
pire. When about 16 years of aga 
he was carried off by a band of 
Irish marauders, who took part in 
the raid by the Irish King Niall 
Nolgiallich, and during this time 
he was subject to religious emo- 
tidn and beheld visions which en- 
couraged him to effect his escape. 
He fled to Gaul! and entered the 
monastery of Lerius. | 

A Vision 

On his return to Ireland he aaw 
in a dream a man named Victorl- 
ous bearing innumerable epistles, 
ono of which he received and read, 
containing the words “The Voico 
of the Irish.” Whilat repeating 
these words he says, “I imagined 
that I heard Mm my mind the voico 
of those why were near the wood 
of Fochlad, which fs near tho 
western sea, and thus they said: 
“We pray thee, holy youth, to come 
and walk again amongst us as be- 
fore”” Later he waa ordained by 
Bishop, Amator and on his return 
from a visit to Rome,: founded the 
church and monastery of Armagh. 
Some years before his death, which 
Dalaradia, where he spent the re- 
ulgned ‘his ‘position of Bishop of 
Armagh to Bia disciple Benignus, 
and possibly retired to Saul in 
Dalaradia, where he sent the re- 
mainder of his Hfe. The site of 
his burial was a matter of dispute 
in early Ireland, but it seems most

Work of Misguided 
Young Man ? 
INSPIRED BY REDS 


It is understood that a young 
man haa been arrested in connec- 
tion with five attempts at arson 
over the weelmend. He Is said to 
be the son of a rich Chinese build- 
ing contractor in the Colony. 

The China Mail also learns that 
the young man is alleged-to have 
been in touch with Communistic 
circles in Yong Kong, by whom, 
It is thought, he was Inspired to 
attempt his rash and foolish acts. 

The actual attempty occurred 
on Saturday evaning and early on 
Sunday morning, the first being at 
30, Stanley Street (2nd floor) and. 
the second at 56, D'Agullar Street 
(ist floor). At 12.46 a.m, other 
attempts were made at 179, Ro- 
clamation Street (2nd floor), 286, 
Shanghai Street (8rd floor), and 
4, Portland Street—all these three 
addresses being in ‘Kowloon, 

It is belleved that in each case, 
kerosene was: used to start tho 
blaze, and the staircases selected 
as the place to start the fire. 
Empty cigarette tins are said to 
have been found at the scene of 
the depredationa, giving rise to 
the assumption that the kerosene 
was conveyed in this manner. | 

Fire Brigade Not Summoned 

The first information of the at- 

tempts came through to Central 
Police Station, the inmatés having 
extinguished the blaze without 
the Fire Brigade being called 
upon, Later, the Police communi. 
cated with the Fire Brigade ask- 
ing them to be on the watch for 
pimilar cases, of which, up to the 
present, there are no further re- 
ports, :

Gandhi has arrived at the village 
of Boriavi, and announces that 
from to-morrow his party will reat 
on Mondays, which he will person- 
ally observe as a “day of silence,” 
during which, there will be no 
speaking the whole day long. It 
ig understood that a civil disobedi- 
ence campaign will be launched in 
different provinces when Gandhi 
gives the order or gets arrested. +

_ Reports Help Sale 

The police official further atated 
that the municipal government had 
paid more than a reasonable price 
for the three houses, but he sus- 
pected very much that all the stories 


of fabulous treasure were deliber-- 


ately spread by the owners for the 
purpose of showing the public that 
they had sold their houses at a loss. 

According to one of the vernacu- 
lar papers, the deal was completed 
in two weeks and the sellers wore 
given five days to move out, which 
is contrary to the usual practice in 
such cases, ‘The three houses are 
guarded by soldiers and not open 
to public inspection.

To the amazement of Yen, howover,

This un- 
expected movement forced Yen Hal- 
shan either to fight or go abroad, and 
to hand over his authority to Chao Ti- 
wen, who {s on good terms with the 
Central Government, so as to preserve 
his own territory. 

The cause for Han and Shih’s sud- 
den change of front was attributed to 
Yen Hsi-shan having received some 
time ago o sum of $5,000,000 ‘(Mex.) 
from the Centre] Government for the 
settlement of the Kuominchun rebellion, 
but only handing over $500,000 to them 
Han and Shih were indignant over 
Yen’v action. Now that the two gen- 
erals have received substantial assist- 
ance from the Central Government, 
their troops are continuing their ad- 
vance northward, thereby. putting pres:

Urged Not to Resign 


‘Shanghai, Saturday. 
A circular ‘has been issued by the

A telegram from Talyvan states that 
Yen Hsi-shan has decided to leave for 
Peking on Monday.

Nepalese Invasion Re- 
ported to be Serious 


TENSE SITUATION 

vi Chungking, Saturday. 

Because of the tense asftuation 
in Tibet, General Liu Halang, the 
C.LC. of Szechuen, has circulated 
a telegram in which he calls 
attention to the internal war in 
the province :during the past 
years, Involving the people in a 
state of calamity and preventing 
the authorities from effectively 
checking foreign encroaghment. 

The Nepalese invasion into 
Tibet appears to be daily grow- 
ing serious and threatening Si- 
kong, on tho border -of Szechuen, 
and, unless the menace {s crush- 
ed, Szechuen will have no peace.

INDIAN SEAMEN’S WAGES 
_ Evidence Taken ‘at Calcutta 
WHITLEY COMMISSION PUZZLED 


A truly deplorable state of affaira 
was disclosed before the Whitley 
Commission at Calcutta, says the 
Allahabad Pioneer, when the repre- 
sentatives of tho Indian Seamen's 
Unton gave evidence, Thera are 
estimated tu be some quarter of a 
million men who follow the calling 
of a lascar in this country. 
shipping lines can provide re- 
gular | employment for but 
half a hundred thousand, or 
a fifth of the total number. 
While it is probably true to say that 
of the remaining two hundred 
thousand, many must have depart- 
ed from the ports and gone to thelr 
villages for the time being, it Is 
certain that a considerable propor- 
tion must be left without jobs. It 
was pointed out that In -Calcutta 
Itself, there were régularly somo 
20,000 men out of employment. 
Naturally, under such conditions aa 
these, abuses ‘are rife. The spokes- 
men of the Unton described how 
those In search of work had to 
pledge as much as a‘quarter of 
their salaries in advance to the 
brokera who have the contracts 
for supplying seamen to the ship- 
ping companies, Some of these 
companies have their own labour ex- 
changes, but even in ‘such cases, 


the demands of the serangs have|: 


to be complied with, Mr. Whitley and 
his colleagues were unable to aug- 
gest any means for coping with the 
wholesale unemployment  thatla 
oxista; It ia-obv-vus that it cannot 
be remedied so long as the supply 
of and demand for labour remain 
in-this disparity. As for the cur- 
ing of the bribary and corruption 
that exists, it may be that the Ins- 
titution of an official Recruitment 
Bureau would do much, but It could 
not prevent serangs and the like 
from leaving toll upon the men ap; 
pointed to serve under them. 
Bribery and Corruption 

The newspaper’s own correspond- 
dent, writing from Calcutta, 
saysi— 

Serangs have to’ be bribed by 
every member of a ship's crew and 
jobs are so scarce that there are 
five senmen waiting for every 
This way the burder of 
woe Inid before the Whitley Com- 
mission in Calcutta by the spokes:

Nota gleam of bright 
ness ‘permeated their depression 
and at the end of the day Mr, Whit- 
ley and his colleagues must have 
felt more than ever convinced that 
a sailor's life, as typified in certain 
well-known sentimental ballads {3 
overrated to say the least. 
Recruiting System 

The chief grouse of the seamen 
was, regarding the system of re 
cruiting crews, It is mow done 
largely by shipping brokers, or 
through their agents which, accord- 
ing to the seamen, has led to whole- 
sole bribery. The men have to 
pay a quarter of thafr wagea in 
bribes, otherwise they can scarcely 
hope to get a job. 
' Mr, Whitley wanted to know if 
the Union, which they. claimed 
had 16,000 members and embraced 
the best type of seamen, had never 
tried to stamp out bribery by re- 
fusing to give bribes. The Union 
spokesmen admitted that they had 


| done it successfully once, but thera 


were difficulties. Mr.. Whitley 
shook his head understandingly. 
He and his colleagues have heard 
ao much about these difficulties in 


the way of stamping out bribery |- 


alnce they landed in India. 
Ignored Proposals :

The bureau never came into 
existence and when the Unfon 
asked about it they were told that 
with regard to recruitment the 
shipping master could do nothing. 
So far as the Union was aware no 
seamen had been recruited through 
the bureau. But if, as there 
seemed to be a danger of their 
doing,*the Unlon spokesmen !m- 
agined that with the realisation of 
of thelr troubles would disappear 
automatically. :

“Does that motn that the shadow 
of the Commission: has been going 
before it,” asked Mr. Whitley amid 
laughter. 

Mr. Tagaie, armed with a state- 
ment showing the Union's financial 
position, was curious to know why 
the Union claimed to-have a mem- 
bership of nearly 16,000 when their 
statements of accounts showed 
that, on an average, only 1,400 
paid their subscriptions. He was 
told that many members were 
badly in arrears.

Sir Victor Sassoon had some 
pertinent questions to aak the 
Union regarding their plea that 
Indian. seamen should have the 
same treatment .as European 4sea- 
men, 

“If Indian seamen were engag- 
ed on the same terms as Euro- 
pean seamon,’ do you. think so 
many Tidians would find employ- 
ment,” he aaked. The Union 
spokesmen were compelled to ad- 
mit that many more Indians would 
be unemployed. 

“Then actually, if you got your 
way, it would throw many more 
of your members out of work,” 
asked Sir Victor whereupon he 
was told that the Union did not 
want the same coaditions as for 
European seamen, but something 
approaching. them, 

Better Food 

On Indlan-owned ships, he add- 
ed, both officers and crew were 
supplied with better ‘food than 
was supplied to Indians on Bri- 
tish-owned ships. 

Sir Victor Sassoon drew atten- 
tion to a paragraph in the 
Memorandum submitted’ to the 
Commission by the Union com- 
plaining that no provision had 
been made in the way of refresh- 
ments, shelters or creches for the 
benefit of seamen. “Do you want 
creches on board ships,” he ask- 
ed. “No, only in ports,” he was 
told. "But you would lke them 
on ships,” he persisted. “Oh, 
yes,” was the ‘prompt reply. 
“Thanks,” sald Sir Victor and the 
Président touched his bell.

NEW PLANET 


Astronomers Very’: 
Enthusiastic 


MORE DETAILS 
London, Saturday. 

The leading British astronomers 
are most enthusiastic over the 
“magnificent” and “sensational” 
diszovery of the new planet. It 
is regarded us the most important 
astronomical event for nearly a 
century. “ 

A eablegram: from Professor 
Slipper, the head of the Lowell 
Observatory in Arizona, hag been} 
received by the Royal Astronomical 
Soctety and states that a search 
revenled an object of fifteenth 
magnitude which haa been observ- 
ed for seven weeks, * 

It conforms in the rate of 
motion and path: to the ap- 
proximate distance assigned to it 
by the Lowell Observatory, Its 
position’ at 3 a.m. on March 12 was 
seven. time seconds west of the 
Delta Geminorum, agreeing with 
Lowell's longitude, 

Another cablegram from the 
source of discovery estimates the 
diameter of the new planct to be 
19,000 miles and its poaltton in- 
termodiate between the Earth and 
Uranus, 

The Astronomical Society states 
that a trans-Neptunian planet has 
been pdstulated by many _aatro- 
nomers for many years. : 

The new planet is a very faint 
object Invisible to the naked eyo 
and at present is in tha direction 
of the Milky Way. 

Dr. A. C. Crommelin, of the 
Royal Observatory at Greenwich, 
who is the President of the As- 
tronomical Society, says the dis- 
covery of the new planet will pro- 
bably affect’ Halley’s comet . and 
might alter the period of each re- 
turn by a couple of days.—Reuter.

London, ‘Saturday. 

The report of -the Channel 
Tunnel Committee {s discussed: in tho 
newspapers to-day.

that may now flow freely between a 
number of points, 

The scheme will now, presumably, be 
submitted, it should be thought 
necessary, a an examinction from 
other points of view, such as that of 
the Committee of Imperial Defenco 
which has never favoured it in the 
past. 

It seems‘ more than likely that the 
last word about the tunnel has been 
‘sald by the Committee which will bo 
recorded as having reported in its 
favour.”

TRIP TO EUROPE 
: Canton, Saturday, 

Mr. R. Vaughan Yowler and his 
assistant, Mr, Dunn, of the Far 
East Aylation Co., Hong Kong, who 
arrived this morning, called upon 
Colonel Yang Keung-yee, the pre- 
sent head of the Aviation Bureau, 
for the acttlement of an important 
contract for asroplanes and 
materials. 

Mr, Fowler is leaving Hong Kong 
next Wedneaday for the North on 
his way to Europe, via Siberia, and 
will return to the East in May. 

Interviewed at the Victoria Hotel, 
Mr. Fowler sald he was very pleased 
to learn that conditions are quiet in 
Canton and that prospects of busi- 
neas in all lines look far better than 
they were some months ago, That 
there would be all over China great, 
activities in aviation in the not 
distant future was Mr. Fowler's firm 
belief; and, because of this convic- 


tion, he was going back to Britain, 


to study the latest improvements in 
aviation, with the view to their 
introduction to the Far East, and to 
expand and consolidate his connec: 
tions with the manufacturers in 
Britain.‘ 

It may be sald that local offi- 
celal circles ‘have been very apprecia- 
tive of the advice and information 
on aviation matters, which Mr, 
Fowler has frequently and yolun- 
tarily given at their request.—Can- 
ton Nows Agency. : 


LAUCHOW BOMBED 


Cantonese Merchants 
Killed 


The China Mail is informed that 
the following telegram dated 
March 12, from Lauchow, has 
been addressed to the Tung Wah 
Hospital and the Hong Kong Chin- 
ese General Chamber of Commerce 


and various charitable Institutions | 


and newspapers, 

“It has been the misfortune of 
our country that civil war has re 
peatedly broken out. Lauchow 
occupies. a somewhat , important 
position in the Kwangsi province 
and in these few yenrs it has 
suffered more from fires, droughts 
and other calamities than other 
cities. Recently, owing to a diver- 
gence of views between the au- 
thorities of the Kwangtung and 
the Kwangsj provinces, war broke 
out along the frontiers of these 
two provinces and the war zone 
was confined to the frontiers only. 


Unexpectedly, on March 8, nero- 
planes from the Kwangtung army 
came to Lauchow, which is not 
within the war zone, and dropped 
bombs on crowded markets and 
streets such as the Fook Wing 
Tsz and Lam Kiu, ete. More than 
ten cly{lian houses were destroy- 
ed and the casualties among the 
inhabitants numbered several tens, 
most of whom were Cantonese 
merchants who resided in that 
city. 

“In wara between nations, the 
principle of, humanity would al- 
ways be upheld, and it is dificult 


‘to understand why,.in a civil war, 


the innocents should be sacrificed, 
It Is most unfortunate that Lau- 
Fal which has already suffered 

uch, should have this calam- 
ity inflicted on it. We earneatly

'thorities of Canton ‘to order the 
Aviation Force nof: to 5 deatrey any 
more centres of business and re- 
sidence in the Kwangsi province, 
and for this favour we shall be 
grateful.

FOR 24 PONIES 
Canton, Saturday., 

Mr, Chan Ming-shu, the Gov- 
ernor, since the Flat Race 
Meeting (the first held in ‘Can. 
ton) of a fortnight ago, has shown 
auch a. keen interest in Racing 
here that he has donated an area 
of land beyond Tungshan, by Shek 
Pai Station, which embraces 
Hunters’ Hill, for a race course. 
This is an excellent. ground for 
the purpose, and Hunters’ Hill, 
ov which probably the temporary 
grand-stand will be erected, makes 
an Jdeal spot, giving a clear view 
of the proposed course, 

Work is already going on, and 
a stabling for 24 ponies (as 
start) is being built. There 
should be racing on the track by 
next autumn, and great success is 
predicted owing’ to the enthusiasm 
of the many Chinese who wish to 
have racing in Canton. Mr, Chan 
Ming-ahu and Admiral Chan Chak 
have bought six ponies, which are 
coming down from Shanghai and 
will be here before the week-end.
